WASHINGTON, March 22,—The 


Senate today passed a bill giving 
the Philippine Islands until Oct. 1 
to decide whether they want inde- 
pendence. That completed congres- 
sional action and the measure now 
goes to the White House for Presi- 


dent Roosevelt’s signature. 

The Senate rejected the Varden- 
berg amendment which would have 
subtsituted a bill for immediate in- 
deyendence. It also defeated the 
Dickinson amendment, which would 
have reduced the transition period 
from 10 years to five. 

The Senate also rejected an 
amendment by Senator Shipstead 
(Farmer-Labor), Minnesota, to re- 
strict free importations of Philip- 
pine sugar and coconut oil by 20 
per cent during the third and fifth 
years of transition, and completely 
thereafter. There was no record 
vote. 

Senator Tydings read into the 
record a letter written ttoduy by 
President Manuel Quezon of the 
Philippine Senate completely in- 
lorsing the Tydings measure, and 
asking its passage without amend- 
ments. It was understood this po- 
sition was reached following a con- 
ference Quezon had with Tydings 
today.

Mary J. McMorrow, trained nurse, 
the only one hired to care for 2000 
inmates, charged John Smith, over- 
seer for men, with being cruel and 
rude. Food sent to the poor by 
their relatives, she charged, was 
taken from them and eaten by at- 
tendants. 

All of this, the witnesses testi- 
fied, went on during the adminis- 
tration of Louis J. McNally, former 
superintendent of the home, who 
has been missing since the investi- 
gation began.

DRY REGULATIONS FOR NAVY 
RELAXED AT SHORE STATIONS 


Liquor Still to Be Barred From 
Warships, Secretary Swanson

Telling of efforts to reopen the 
Grand National Bank last Novem- 
ber, .Revelle testified that Ed Mays, 
resident of the insurance company 
and the bank, was told at the office 
’ of the Comptroller of the Currency 
at Washington that proceedings to 
cancel the charter of the bank had 
been contemplated before it was 
closed by the banking holiday the 
preceding March. 

When Mays submitted a plan for 
reopening the bank, in which the 
insurance company has deposits of 
$610,849, Revelle said Acting Comp- 
troller Awalt objected to Mays con- 
tinuing in control. 

Had Planned Suit. 

“He obtained a file which he said 
contained a record of violations of 
the national banking laws,” the 
witness stated, “and said it had 
been the intention of the office to 
file a suit in Federal Court to can- 
cel the charter of the Grand Na- 
tional. 

“Referring to the file, Awalt 
said, ‘You don’t think, as long as 
we had gone to this trouble, that 
we would let you open a national 
bank, do you?” 

“Awalt suggested that Mays pre- 
pare another plan and try to get 
other persons in St. Louis inter- 
ested in opening the bank.” 

The bank now is in liquidation. 

Revelle told of a meeting of the 
board of directors of the insurance 
company shortly before O’Malley 
filed his suit. O’Malley and Mays, 
he said, engaged in a heated argu- 
ment, pacing the floor at opposite 
ends of the room. When O'Malley 
explained that he wished to obtain 
sufficient supervision to enable him 
to assure insurance superintendents 
of other states that policy holders 
were safe in continuing payment of 
premiums, Mays objected. 

Did Not Want Co-operation. 

“We don’t want you to give them 
assurances,” Mays declared, accord- 
ing to Revelle. “We neither want 
nor need your co-operation. All you 
can do for us is to keep your hands 
off the company.” 

“You may feel that way about it,” 
the witness quoted O’Malley as re—- 
plying, “but the policy holders may 
feel differently.” 

The rift between Mays and Re- 
velle, a former Missouri Supreme 
Court Judge and once Insu-ance 
Superintendent, developed when Re- 
velle opposed a $400,000 dividend by 
the insurance company to open the 
Grand National Bank, because he 
contended the insurance com yary’s 
surplus was insufficient. They dis-

NRA ALLOWS 6 PER CENT 
OF FOOD PRICES FOR WAGES 


Retail Rate Fixed by Johnson, Who 
Sets Wholesale Ratio at 

2 Per Cenx. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 22.—NRA 
today ordered that retail food prices 
contain a 6 per cent and wholesaie 
prices a 2 per cent allowance for 
“actual wages of labor.” 
It was explained that this does 
not mean a corresponding increase 
in prices, but simply allocates the 
share of costs chargeable to labor. 
The action was taken by Hugh 8S. 
Johnson, the NRA administrator, in 
fixing the allowance for wholesale 
and retail prices, which under the 
NRA code must not be below cost. 
Since the food code went into 
effect there had been no regulation 
of labor costs, though the code pro- 
hibits sale below cost including 
labor. 
The mark-up, Johnson ordered, 
will be based on the invoice or re- 
placement cost, whichever is low- 
est, after deduction of all legitimate 
trade discounts, exclusive of cash 
discounts.

KILLER RE-ENACTS ‘HEX 


MURDER OF WOMAR 


Pennsylvania Youth Confesses 


Shooting to ‘‘Break Spell” 
of 8 Years. 


By the Associated Press. 


POTTSVILLE, Pa., March 22.— 


Before dawn in a woods back of 
Ringtown, Albert Shinsky, 23 years 
old, of Shenandoah, today re-enact- 
ed the killing of Mrs. Susan Mum- 
mey, 63. He told County Detective 
Louis Buono he shot the woman 
because she “hexed” him eight years 
ago. 


In Pennsylvania German folklore, 


the person who is “hexed” is be- 
witched. Shinsky said that eight 
years ago Mrs. Mummey “brought 
a spirit down from the sky” and 
that he has been.-ill, tired and de- 
pressed” ever since. 


Buono quoted Shinsky as saying 


he killed Mrs. Mummey last Satur- 
day night to “break the spell.” 


He was given a hearing and 


charged with murder. 


With officers standing about 
him, Shinsky showed them how he 
crept up to the Mummey house 


about 7:30 p. m. 


He said he saw two shadowy fig- 


ures in the dwelling and could not 


determine which was Mrs. Mum- 
mey. Then, he said, the woman's 
daughter, Tuvelia, came in with a 
lamp. As Mrs. Mummey leaned 
over Jacob Brive, a boarder, to 
dress his injured foot, Shinsky 
said he fired. Shinsky was ar- 
rested yesterday. 

Buono said the youth told him 
he was “hexed” by Mrs. Mummey 
while he was working on a farm 
adjoining hers. He related there 
was a dispute over ownership of 
the farm and charged that Mrs. 
Mummey “hexed” him the hope of 
gaining possession of the property. 

Shinsky said that up until that 


time he had been a hard-worker

SUBCOMMITTEE APPROVES 
MONETARY AUTHORITY BILL 


Adds Silver Clause to Measure for 

Central Control of All 
Money. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—A 


House Banking Sub-Committee to- 
day approved the Goldsborough bill 
for the establishment of a Federal 
monetary authority with sole con- 
trol over the issuance of currency. 


The measure was amended on 
motion of Representative Scrug- 
ham (Dem.), Nevada, to include a 
clause permitting the monetary au- 
thority to buy and sell silver so that 
the value of 371% grains of that 
metal will be equal to 23.22 grains 
of pure gold. 

Chairman Goldsborough (Dem.), 
Maryland, of the sub-committee 
said it had been agreed to'ask the 
full committee to meet Monday to 
consider the revised bill. 

Under the amended measure, all 
existing authority to issue or reis- 
sue currency, except circulating 
notes of national) banking associa- 
tions, would expire 60 days after 
passage of the bill. National bank- 
ing associations would lose the cur- 
rency-issuing power in three years. 
The Federal monetary authority, 
besides having control of all cur- 
rency, also would take over all gold 
bullion and be empowered to deal 
in gold on the open market. 


SWISS FINANCE CHIEF QUITS 


Minister Resigns After Fight 

Against Devaluation of Franc. 
By the Associated Press. 

BERNE, Switzerland, March 22. 
—Jean Musy, Minister of Finance 
and leader of the gold standard fac- 
tion, resigned today in the face of 
a demand for the devaluation of the 
Swiss franc. 

He precipitated a showdown by 
a strong speech in favor of gold be- 
fore the Federal Council, demand- 
ing that the railways and the Gov- 
ernment cut their expenses in order 
to hold the franc at its present 
parity. 


Proposal Would Cut Pres- 
ent Lighting Bill of 
$600,000 About $25,- 
000 Annually. 


Union Electris Light & Power 
Co. today submitted to the city 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment a proposal for a 10-year con- 
tract for all lighting current now 
purchased by the city from the com- 
pany. Such a contract, the com- 
pany said, would save the city $25,- 
000 a year. The present annual 
cost of electricity for public light- 
ing is more than $600,000 

It also would put an end, for 
nearly 10 years, to discussion of a 
municipal plant for lighting streets 
and public buildings. A proposal 
for such a plant, to cost $700,000, 
was included in Mayor Dickmann’s 
outline of a proposed new bond 
issue, but was struck out by the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen, before the mea- 
sure calling for a bond ‘issue elec- 
tion was passed. 

The Board of Estimate referred 
the proposal to Director Wall of 
the Department of Fublic Utilities. 

In Reply to Waill’s Inquiry. 

Wall recently inquired as to the 
possibility of a reduction in the 
rate paid by the city to Union Elec- 
tric for lighting current. The let- 
ter to the Board of Estimate, signed 
by F. J. Boehm, vice-president of 
the company, was in response to 
this inquiry. 

The letter states that the com- 
pany now furnishes the city three 
classes of service. The first is un- 
der the street lighting contracts, 


‘expiring Dec. 31, 1936, and the cost 


to the city is stated at 1.1 cent a 
kilowatt hour. The second is for 
traffic signals, bridge lighting, 
park and alley lighting, and ex- 
pires next May 1. The third is 
for buildings in the Plaza group and 
fire engine houses, the time of its 
termination not beiog stated. 

“We are willing,” Boehm wrote, 
“to enter into negotiations with the 
city, and to show the city how $25,- 
000 might be saved by a combined 
contract for all the city’s lighting 
for a 10-year period. 

Puts Saving at $25,000 a Year. 

“We would be willing to cancel 
the street lighting contract and 
enter into the new combined con- 
tract for all three services, saving 
the city $25,000 a year. If the city 
desires to enter into a contract only 
for city buildings and traffic lights, 
and not street lighting, we may be 
able to give a substantial reduction 
on a 10-year basis.” 

The estimated cost of lighting 
streets, alleys and public places 
with electricity, and in some sec- 
tions other illuminants, was $900,- 
000 for the fiscal year ending next 
month. For the next fiscal year 
the estimate is $700,000, a reduction 
of $200,000. This reduction is made 
in part through the replacement of 
gas and naphtha lights in outlying 
districts with electric lamps; also 
through the curtailing of lighting 
service on many streets. 

Lighting public buildings cost 
$172,062 for this fiscal year, and the 
estimated cost for next year is 
$219,162, an increase of $47,100. In 
addition, lighting streets, boule- 
vards and parks through the city 
lighting department cost $123,410 
this year, and next year’s estimate 
is $192,938, or an increase of $69,- 
528.

CONGRESSIONAL ACTION 
ON NAVAL BILL COMPLETED 


Measure for Big Building Program 
Goes to White House 
Next. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—Con- 
gressional action was completed to- 
day on the naval bill for a construc- 
tion program to bring the United 
States up to treaty limits, The Sen- 
ate followed the House in agreeing 
to a conference report and the 
measure now goes to the White 
House. 

The measure provides for a naval 
construction program of 102 war- 
ships and 1140 airplanes, estimated 
to cost about $580,000,000. In pre- 
senting the report, Chairman Vin- 
son of the Naval Committee ex- 
plained Senate and House conferees 
were in accord on all points. It is 
the biggest naval program under- 
taken with administration approval 
since the World War. It is designed 
to build the navy up to the London 
treaty limitations by 1939. A limit 
of 10 per cent profit on construction 
contracts of $10,000 and above is 
provided. 


Ex-Congressman Rowbottom Dies. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., March 22.— 
Harry Emerson Rowbottom, former 
Congressman from the old First 
Indiana District, died at his home 
here today of diabetes. He was 49 
years old. Rowbottom served thre? 
terms in Congress as a Republican 
Representative. Shortly before his 
final term expired, Rowbottom wus 
indicted on a charge of accepting 
a bribe for recommending a post- 
office appointment. He was con- 
victed April 15, 1931, and sentenced 
to serve one year in prison. He was 
paroled on Nov. 9, 1931.

A group of about 150 strikers 
marched from their headquarters 
at Sixteenth street and Third ave- 
nue to Fourth avenue and Tenth 
street, halted two taxicabs at the 
Fourth avenue corner, beat both 
drivers and wrecked the machines. 
The damaged cabs were left in the 
middle of the street, their doors and 


windows broken, while the two 
drivers were thrown to the side- 
walks 

The strikers moved rapidly away 
from the scene, split into several 
groups and continued their strong- 
arm tactics. At Bond street and 
Broadway, they halted a cab and 
smashed its windshield and win- 
dows with steel bars. The driver's 
face was cut with fragments of 
glass. Further on, another vehicle 
was stopped, the windows broken 
and the driver hauled from his seat 
and beaten. 

Fifteen persons previously had 
been injured in disturbances and 14 
arrested and strikers and police had 
clashed last night in the theater 
district. 

The demonstration in the theater 
district, centering in Times Square, 
was broken up by police reserves 
who were called when regular pa- 
trolmen were swamped. Strikers 
and sympathizers estimated at 
5000 surged down Broadway just as 
the theaters were emptying. They 
pulled doors from cabs, yanked out 
radio sets, hurled missiles through 
cab windows and ordered passen- 
gers out of cabs. 

About 200 members of the Taxi- 
cab Drivers’ Union marched to 
City Hall and a delegation  pre- 
sented demands for recognition of 
the union and for the right of 
“peaceful picketing” at garages of 
the major fleets, to an assistant to 
the aldermanic president.

THEORY TENEMENT WAS FIRED 
TQ KILL MURDER WITNESS 


Youth Who Lived in Building 
Called by State to Testify at 
Trial Next Week. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 22.—Inves- 
tigators of -yesterday’s tenement 
house fire in which seven lives 
were lost advanced the theory to- 
day that the fire was set with the 
intention of killing witnesses in 
a murder trial that comes up next 
week. One of the state’s principal 
witnesses, a youth, lived in the 
building, but he escaped from the 
fire. 

Joseph Maldanzo was stabbed to 
death last September in front of 
the tenement. The youth is an im- 
portant witness against Cologero 
Minetta, accused of the murder. 

Mrs. Concetta Maldanzo, widow of 
the murdered man, said threats had 
been made against her life. “They 
threatened to hurt me if I took the 
witness stand,” she said. 
Twenty-five tenement fires in 
Brooklyn and Manhattan since Jan. 
1 have cost 48 lives. Forty-four of 
the fatalities occurred in “Old Law” 
tenements, and 18 of the victims 
were children.

-, IDENTIFIED AS BOSS

IN MANY MURDERS 


Fred 
Graduate, Said to Have 


Organized the Fred 
Burke Band of Killers. 


CHICAGO, March 22.—The body 
of a man found Tuesday in a Cicero 
(Ill) gutter was identified yester- 
day as that of Fred Goetz, 37 years 
old, college-educated gangster. He 
had been shot to death. 

Fingerprints showed he was not 
J. George Zeigler, under which 
name he had been tentatively iden- 
tified, but Goetz, one-time football 
player at the University of Dlinois, 
suspected participant not only in 
the St. Valentine’s day killing of 
seven George (Bugs) Moran gangs- 
ters here, but in the machine gun 
murder of four officers and a con- 
vict, Frank Nash, at the Kansas 
City union station last June 17. 

Pat Roche, former investigator 
for the State’s Attorneys office, said 
Goetz was the organizer of the 
Fred Burke gang of killers. 

There was a $5000 reward for the 
apprehension of Goetz for a Jeffer- 
son (Wis.) bank robbery. He was 
wanted also for killing Barney 
Hernandez, a chauffeur, during an 
attempted robbery of Dr. Henry R. 
Cross, who was held up in his au- 
tomobile in front of his home in 
Chicago. Roger Bessmer was ar- 
rested and confessed, naming Goetz 
as one of the robbers. That was in 
1926. It was then the name of 
Goetz disappeared from the under- 
world and that of Zeigler appeared 
fin its place. Once he was arrested 
on a statutory charge, but he for- 
feited $5000 bond and his identity 
remained undisclosed. 

Even after gangster enemies shot 
him, he might have escaped identi- 
fication in death if it had not been 
for a $1000 bill found in his wallet. 
That led to the suspicion that he 
was a gangster. 

Among his possessions were prox- 
ies for United States Steel Corpora- 
tion shares made out in the names 
of Floyd C. Zeigler and Mrs. Mary 
Zeigler. 

Records of the University of Mli- 
nois showed Goetz was a good stu- 
dent and had engaged in extra-cur- 
ricular affairs, including a member- 
ship in the Aviation Club. He en- 
tered school in 1919 and was grad- 
uated from the School of Com- 
merce, making the football team in 
his second yvar. 


FRIEND OF HORSES DIES 


Spent a Fortune Fighting Cruelty 
to Horses. 

NEW YORK, March 22.—NMrs. 
-Anna Gibson Allis, 84 years old, who 
pspent a fortune to prevent cruelty 
to horses, was found dead in the 
Andrew Freeman Home for Impov- 
erished Ladies and Gentlemen yes- 
terday with an open bottle of chlo- 
roform tied to her nose. 

She made an occupation of walk- 
ing the streets of Brooklyn to watch 
for mistreatment of horses and she 
often caused the arrest of drivers 
for cruelty.

BIGGER STAFF FOR BOARD 
OF GUARDIANS APPROVED 


Pending Ordinance Gains Indorse- 
ment of Estimate Group; 16 
Workers Would Be Added. 

A pending ordinance to enlarge 
thé staff of the Board of Children’s 
Guardians was-approved today by 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment. It was introduced by 
Alderman Golden with the approval 
of James E. King, members of the 

Board of Children’s Guardians. 

The board contends it cannot 
properly supervise the care of 2000 
children committed to it and kept 
in foster homes or with indigent 
mothers unless it has a larger staff. 
The bill would increase the number 
of social workers from seven to 23, 
paying 13 of the new ones $115 a 
month each and three $140 each. It 
would provide-for a supervisor of 
foster care and a_ supervisor of 
mother’s care at $175 a month each, 
a new position of assistant agent at 
$200 a month, increase of the 
agent’s pay from $200 to $350 a 
a month and addition of a clerk at 
$120, a bookkeeper at $135 and five 
stenographers at $100 each, in order 
to keep adequate records. The ad- 
ditions would increase the payroll 
from $20,000 to $55,000 a year. 

The Board ‘of Estimate disap- 
proved a bill by Alderman Petersen 
changing the manner of appoint- 
ment of the agent and other em- 
ployes of the Board of Children’s 
Guardians. In the pending budget 
for the new fiscal year.the Board 
of Children’s Guardians is seeking 
$472,542, compared with $268,108 in 
the year now ending, in order to 
enlarge its activities.

PARIS COURTROOM 


Former Minister of Justice 
Renoult Manhandled by 


20 Lawyers and Is Res-|} 


cued by Police.

PARIS, March 22.—Former Min- 
ister of Justice Rene Renoult, ac- 
cused of leniency toward the late 
swindler, Serge Stavisky, was man- 
handled by about 20 lawyers: 
while pleading a case in the court- 
house today and had to be rescued | 
by police. Renoult is vice-president 
of the powerful Radical-Sociglist 
party. 

A parliamentary committee  in- 
vestigating the Stavisky scandal 
decided to investigate reports that 
Stavisky was released from bail 
repeatedly, enabling him to con- 
tinue his operations, because of 
pressure exerted by Renoult. 

Parliamentary assertions that |. 
Henri Cheron, Minister of Justice, 
was delaying action in the Sta- 
visky case were made today. 

Cheron will be summoned to ap- 
pear before the parliamentary in- 
vestigating committee, members 
said, unless he gives “satisfaction.” 
They threatened to protest to Pre- 
mier Doumergue against the “slow- 
nes sof justice.” 

Closely guarded testimony of 
Deputy Philippe Henriot reviving 
the six-year-old mystery of the 
poisoning of Deputy Jean Galmot 
was sent to the public prosecutor. 

Henriot turned over letters ex- 
changed among associates of Sta- 
visky and Galmot;.who died in Ca- 
yenne, French Guiana, in 1928, a 
month after he was elected Mayor. 
Five other persons there, four of 
them public officials, died in en- 
suing fights. 

Galmot was unable to hold office 
because he was condemned for al- 
leged swindling and designated a 
friend as a substitute. 

Letters signed “Arlette Simon,” 
now the widow of Stavisky, two 

before Galmot’s death, 
asked him to send her money, while 
a partly burned letter signed “Sta- 
visky” said, “I think Galmot under- 
stood what it can cost him to put 
himself across my path.” 

The widow of Stavisky has been 
in jail for weeks, as investigators 
attempt to get from her details of 
her husband’s affairs. 

Dissatisfied with the version that 
Stavisky shot himself early in Jan- 
uary at Chamonix to avoid arrest, 
the parliamentary committee inves- 
tigating the scandal has asked or 
a new autopsy. Stavisky’s body 
was ordered exhumed yesterday. 

Motion pictures of the scene of 
Stavisky’s death caused the fre- 
quest, since contradictions between 
the films and the police report were 
alleged.

NEW SMOKE BILL 
DEFERRED AFTER 
PUBLIC HEARING 


Discussion Before Alder-. 
manic Committee Centers 
on Administering City’s 
Regulations. | 


The question of administering the 
city’s smoke reguations was the 
principal point of controversy yves- 
terday at a public hearing before 
the Public Safety Committee of the 
Baard of Aldermen on a bill to cre- 
ate a new city smoke department 
and provide more stringent regula- 
tions. 

Following the hearing, which was 
attended by about 75 persons, the 
committee took the bill under ad- 
visemeént. 

Proponents of the measure, which 
was drafted by a committee of city 
officials and citizens appointed by 
Mayor Dickmann and headed by 
Prof. Raymond Tucker of Wash- 
ington University, contended en- 
actment of the bill was necessary 
for the public health and to prevent 
a further egress of tax-paying citi- 
zens from the city to St. louis 
County to escape the smoke nui- 
sance that prevails in the city most 
of the winter. 

Prof. Tucker, principal speaker 
for the bill, answered opponents of 
the measure who contended the ex- 
istent smoke ordinance was suffi- 
cient if properly enforced, by stat- 
ing that he was confident the new 
smoke ordinance would be properly 
enforced and that to assume it 
would not be would be “a false 
premise.” 

“Saner Administration Needed.” 

A. C. Hecker favored abatement 
of smoke, but said that what the 
city needed was not “more smoke 
legislation but a saner and more ef- 
fective administration of what 
we've got now.” 

Harry F. Kline, business agent of 
the operating engineers’ union, 
thinks the whole problem centers 
on the proper enforcement of the 
present smoke laws. 
is,” declared Kline, “that the city 
has been sending a lot of smoke in- 
spectors around who are nothing 
but barbers and bartenders and 
don’t know the first thing about 
engineering. Not long ago one of 
them came into my place and I 
gave him a shovel and told him to 
show me how to fire the boiler. He 
couldn’t do it because he didn’t 
know how.” 

In reply Prof. Tucker said the 
provisions of the new bill made it 
impossible for anyone to obtain a 
position as a city smoke inspector 
unless qualified for the job, and 
added, “I am naive enough to be- 
lieve that we have a new deal in our 
local government as well as our na- 
tional government and the officials 
are trying to do what is right sbout 
smoke and everything else.” 
Modeled After Other Cities’ Laws. 

Prior to his defense of points 
raised by opponents, Prof. Tucker 
declared the new bill was not “a 
figment of the imagination of the 
theorist but a combination of the 
practical with the theoretical, and 
that it was modeled after smoke 
ordinances in a number of cities 
throughout the country.” 

“The provisions are strict but not 
so strict as to. make it impossible 
for anyone to adhere to them,” said 
Prof. Tucker. 

Then he outlined the provisions 
of the bill which creates a new 
city smoke department under direc- 
tion of a commissioner and with 
about 20 inspectors. The present 
smoke department is combined with 
the boiler and elevator inspection 
departments. The bill also pro- 
vides, as does the present ordinance, 
for the sealing of heating apparatus

RIGHTS OF CHILD BY 
FIRST WIFE CITED 


Pre-Divorce Pact, Validity 
of Minor’s Will at Issue 
—Libby Holman’s Baby 
Affected. 


By the Associated Press. 
RALEIGH, N. C., March 22.—The 


State Supreme Court yesterday held 
invalid a family agreement for set- 
tlement of the $25,000,000 estate of 
Smith Reynolds, but failed to rule 
how the tobacco heir’s fortune 
should be shared by his two chil- 
dren, Anne Cannon Reynolds, a 
daughter by his first wife, and 
Zachary Smith Reynolds, an infant 


son by his second wife, Libby Hol- 
man, the Broadway singer. 

The effect of the decision was to 
throw the case back into the lower 
courts for settlement of at least 
two vital points. 

First—the validity of a will made 
in New York by young Reynolds 
soon after his first wife, formerly 
Anne Cannon, obtained a Reno di- 
vorce, and shortly before he mar- 
ried Miss Holman, then a revue 
singer in New York. 

Second—the status of a pre 
divorce agreement, under which 
Anne Cannon Reynolds and her 
infant daughter réceived $500,000 
each in consideration of their re- 
nouncing all further claims to the 
tobacco fortune. 

If Agreement Stands. 

Should this agreement, recorded 
in Forsyth (Winston-Salem) Coun- 
ty Superior Court, ve allowed to 
stand, the court said Libby Hol- 
man’s baby, now a little more than 
a year old, would be entitled to the 
entire fortune. 


opinion that the agreement was in- 
valid, in so far as it related to Anne 
Cannon Reynolds, the second, on 
the ground that an infant’s inheri- 
tance rights could not be signed 
away. 

Young Reynolds was found shot 
to death in the family’s home at 
Winston-Salem, July 6, 1932, after 
a drinking party. A Coroner’s jury 
found that he came to his death 
at the hands of parties unknown, 
and later a grand jury indicted Lib- 
by Holman and Ab Walker, the lat- 
ter a long-time friend of Smith. The 
charges were dropped, however, for 
lack of evidence. 

Three Families Agreed. 

Negotiations were started to pro- 
vide for the disposal of young Rey- 
nolds’ property, left in trust for him 
by his father, R. J. Reynolds, the 
tobacco magnate. 

After Libby Holman’s baby was 
born in Philadelphia early last year, 
an announcement wa: made that 
the Reynolds, Cannon and Holman 
families had agreed to divide $5,- 
000,000 equally between the two 
wives and their children, and that 
the remainder, estimated at $15,- 
000,000 to $20,000,000, should be used 
for the establishme..t of a charit- 
able foundation in North Carolina. 

The agreement was attacked by 
the Cabarrus Bank & Trust Co. of 
Concord, N. C., which had been 
named co-guardian of Anne Cannon 
Reynolds, the second, with the 
child’s grandmother, Mrs. Laura 
Cannon, wife of Joe F. Cannon, 
millionaire towel manufacturer. 

Bank Acted Alone. 

Charles A. Cannon of Concord, 
a brother of Joe F. Cannon, is pres- 
ident of the banh. Mrs. Laura 
Cannon, Joe F. Cannon and all 
members of the Reynolds family 
told Superior Court Judge Wilson 
Warlick that they approved the set- 
tlement, and were not in sympathy 
with the bank suit.

However, the court expressed the 
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sanctioning the Forsyth settlement, 
while disregarding the New York 
will. 

It -was this decision that the Su- 
preme Court overturned. The Jus- 
tices set forth that settlement of 
the estate was not a matter for a 
family agreement but one to be 
decided by the courts; that if the 
Forsyth agreement were not set 
aside, Libby Holman’s child would 
receive the entire estate, provided 
the New York will is sustained; 
that the New York will “appears to 
be inoperative and void” because 
Reynolds was a minor; and that 
Judge Warlick should have ruled 
the Forsyth agreement null and 
void.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 22.— 
Harold W. Ross, chief accountant 
of the Missouri Public Service 
Commission, has resigned, effective 
April 1, to accept a position in the 
accounting department of the Un- 
fon Electric Light & Power Co. of 
St. Louis.

Ogden Mills Assails aduarhiie 
Economy,’ While Eugene Black 
Defends Policies of New Deal 


Hoover’s Secretary of Treasury Demands 
Balancing of Budget and Return to 
International Gold Standard.

L. Mills, Secretary of the Treasury 
under President Hoover, attacked, 
and Eugene Black, Governor of the 
Federal Reserve Board, defended 
certain financial aspects of the 
Roosevelt “New Deal” before the 
Academy of Political Science here 
last night. Another speaker was 
Prof. George F. Warren of Cor- 
nell, one of President Roosevelt’s 
advisers on the “commodity dol- 
lar.” Owen D. Young, chairman of 
the board of the General Electric 
Co., presided at the dinner meet- 
ing. 

Mills called for a unified system 
of branch banking, a quickly bal- 
anced budget, return to an interna- 
tional gold standard and reorgani- 
zation. of the Federal Reserve 
Board. 

He criticised industrial control 
plans, saying, “we shall never solve 
the paradox of want by doing away 
with plenty. ...I am prepared to 
cast my lot... with economic free- 
dom as contrasted with the rigidity 
of a controlled and regimented 
economy.” 

Launching his argument for an 
international gold standard, Mills 
declared “the growth of interna- 
tional trade is seriously hampered 
by the lack of one,” and-continued: 
“Why a gold standard? As far as 
I am concerned, first, because I 
know of no system likely to func- 
tion better; secondly because it is 
difficult enough to reach any agree- 
ment among many nations, and 
agreement on something which we 
know from experience facilitates 
the task; and third, since we under- 
stand the functioning of the gold 
standard, and recognize its weak 
points, we are in a position to so 
modify it as to ‘guard against 
them.”

Sir Arthur Salter’s Opinions. 


Sir Arthur Salter, English eco- 
nomist, described as fundamental in 
any monetary policy “the balance of 
trade and of payments which form 
the environment within which any 
currency system has to work.” 

“Every country has a choice as 
to the kind of balance it will aim 
at,” he said. “It may both buy and 
sell little or it may both buy and 
‘sell a lot. But it is utterly useless 
to aim at unbelance. A permanent- 
ly positive balance of payments is 
an arithmetic impossibility. ... 

“But our choice remains, do we 
want international trade or not? 
There are those who argue with 
some force that international] trade 
involves such dislocations and such 
provocations that ... it is best for 
each country to make itself self-suf-

“The idea of self-sufficiency ... 
represents, in my view, the despair 
of human reason and of human wis- 
dom; a wanton abandonment of the 
wisest practical level of prosper- 
ity. .

“Private lending for foreign ac- 
counts will be under way in large 
amounts,” he said. “The world will 
have little difficulty in selling to 
us and this nation will find a 
ready market for its products. 

“A policy of raising the price of 
gold to re-establish an equilibrium 
in the price structure, and thereby 
restore incomes and profits, is of 
ircalculable value to the ‘creditor 
class. When the creditor class 
cen collect there will be no scar- 
city of capital to finance farms, 
homes, industry and _ trasnporta- 
tion.”

MUST END, SAYS F. H. PRINCE 


Boston Banker Home From £Eu- 
rope; Thinks Hope for Export 
Market Misplaced.

NEW YORK, March 22.—Freder- 


ick H. Prince, 75-year-old Boston 
banker and sportsman, returned 
from Europe today on the Ile de 
France, critical of the New Deal. 


“My opinion,” he said, “is that 
we have a most excellent President 
who is doing his best to pull us out 
of the difficulty which we got into 
owing to great expansion after the 
war.

FASTMAN HEARS:

WASHINGTON, March 22. — Jo- 
seph B. Eastman, co-ordinator of 
transportation, tackled today the 
problem of getting the railroads 
and their employes together on a 
rail wage agreement. 

Eastman listened to railroad 
managers present their side of the 
controversy with the unions over 
wages for two hours. 

“I am spending the day listen- 
ing,” Eastman told reporters at the 
close of the conference. “I shall 
meet this afternoon with the labor 
union heads and listen to their side. 

“After I have heard both sides 
I may have something to: propose 
myself.” 

May Readjust Salaries. ‘ 

In informed circles it was regard- 
ed as likely that Eastman may pro- 
pose an adjustment of salaries in 
the lower brackets with a possible 
continuance of the 10 per cent de- 
duction now in effect in the high- 
er brackets such as engineers and 
conductors. 

Eleven months ago the railroads 
and the 21 unions representing their 
employes disagreed over continu- 
ance of a 10 per cent deduction 
from basic wages, agrced on in 
1932. Their conference in Chicago 
broke up. 

President Roosevelt summoned 
them to Washington. He told East- 
man to settle the trouble. Two 
brief conferences were held. At 
9 o'clock the same night announce- 
ment was made of a hew agreement 
to run until June 30, 1934. 

When the labor men, who have 
been asking for a 20 per cent in- 
crease, declined to agree to the 
President’s plea for a six months’ 
continuance of the present 10 per 
cent cut, they agreed to accept 
Eastman as mediator. The man- 
agers, who accepted the Roosevelt 
request, also agreed. 
| The letter to the President from

“We share your disappointment 
that agreement has not been 
reached disposing of this cuntro- 
versy.

For Municipal Ownership. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


UNICIPAL ownership of public util- 

ities is “in the air’ everywhere. The 
Insull debacle has given noticeable im- 
petus to the cause—more so than years 
of argument pro and con could have 
done. The public, long a victim of rapac- 
ity via the venality of subsidiaries, af- 
filiates, holding companies, et al., is at 
last realizing how it has been robbed all 
these years—the victim of its own insane 
apathy—and is rising in its might, deter- 
mined to get what’s coming to it. 

No tenable argument can be adduced 
against a city’s ownership of those prime 
necessities, water, gas and electricity. An 
authentic record of 10 large cities own- 
ing their electric light and power, dis- 
closes the amazing fact that this every- 
day necessity is costing its users there 
only 30 per cent of what they formerly 
paid when this utility was under private 
ownership. Could anything be more con- 
vincing? It has been officially stated that 
the Government-owned plant at Muscle 
Shoals can produce electric current at a 
cost of one and three-eighths mills per 
kilowatt hour. Mr. Consumer, the coun- 
try over, is probably paying an average 
of 50 times that much, a tribute to the in- 
satiable greed of the privately-owned 
utility companies. Is it any wonder that 
Insull shares of $100 par value were 
greedily snapped up at $600 to $700 be- 
fore the crash? 

Disregarding all this for the moment, 
the present financial predicament of our 
Public Service Co. seems to afford a 
golden opportunity for municipal owner- 
‘ship. If San Francisco, with its steep 
street grades and a much smaller popu- 
lation than St. Louis, is operating its 
street car system profitably on a 5-cent 
fare—meeting its bond obligations 
promptly—all this without curtailing its 
working force, surely this could be done 
here, with our lighter grades and a larg- 
er population that is seemingly reconciled 
to a 10-cent fare.

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AUTO INDUSTRY’S OPPORTUNITY. 

Within the span of a generation the automobile 
industry, starting from scratch, has become a giant. 
Its story is, industrially, the great American romance. 
In the writing of it we have all collaborated. The 
American people have taxed themselves joyfully to 
provide the roads without which the automobile could 
never have attained its present stature. The people 
are taxing themselves today in that same cause, with 
scarcely a trace of lessening’zeal. With all -respect 
for the productive and technical genius developed 
in motordom, the people, as a whole, have a substan- 
tial equity in the automobile business. The relation- 
ship, in a sense, may be described as a partnership. 

What obligations such a partnership imposes upon 
the-heads of that industry is, it seems to us, a per- 
tinent question. Certainly an industry so closely iden- 
tified with the popular economic welfare cannot af- 
ford to jeopardize that welfare. Viewed in the coldest 
light of business, the automobile industry is obligated 
by selfish consideration to do everything within its 
power to promote and stabilize mass prosperity. It is 
obligated, not through humanitarianism but by self- 


| interest, to join heartily in the Roosevelt administra- 


tion’s paramount purpose to establish a soundly bal- 
anced economy, which means that labor is to have 
a larger share in the profits of industry and capital 
a necessarily smaller share. 

The New Deal means many things, but across the 
top of the page write higher wages and shorter hours. 

Once the New Deal of higher wages and shorter 
hours is in full swing, the automobile industry, we 
should think, will be the greatest beneficiary. Since 
the automobile arrived, it has been every normal 
person’s ambition to have one. That is as true today, 
we believe, as at any time in the past. The automo- 
bile market in the United States is limited only by 
capacity to buy. It has often been said that the ma- 
jority of people driving automobiles cannot afford 
to do it. Be that as it may, they are driving them, 
and they will continue to drive them, in increasing 
numbers, as their buying power increases. 
“They,” of course, means all the people, in all the 
trades, industries, professions and occupations on 
the economic map. Given a general wage scale, such 
as the New Deal contemplates, along with the larger 
leisure of the shorter work day, and the automobile 
will sing a song that will reduce its peans of former 
triumphs to lisping prattles. 
Well, how is this wage scale to be brought about? 
How is the shorter day to be put on the calendar? 
Surely the Government cannot step in and say what 
everybody shall be paic and how many hours he 
shall work. That is something labor and capital must 
mutually accomplish for their mutual profit. Can 
labor possibly meet capital in terms of negotiational 
equality unless, like capital, it is organized? Ex- 
perience answers the question. Labor must organ- 
ize as capital has organized. The Government, rec- 
ognizing that fact, has legally authorized labor to 
organize as it elects to do. The Government pre- 
scribes no form of organization for labor. Neither 
does it permit capital, or the employer, to dictate 
the kind of organization its employes must select. 
The Government has given labor a free hand. It has 
told capital to keep hands off. 
Industry has not, as a whole, accepted and com- 
plied with the law giving labor the right of collec- 
tive bargaining through representatives of its own 
choosing. The automobile industry has not accepted 
and complied with that law. Yet, it is by such col- 
lective bargaining, and only by such, that labor can 
successfully negotiate with industry. It is by such 
collective bargaining that the age-long “riddle of the 
want and wage” can be justly solved. With that solu- 
tion we shall see a new scroll of prosperity, with 


twen 15,000,000 and 20,000,000 brand new 
anz permanent jobs at living wages or 
bécter; 

As if the production-for-profit-in-com- | 
petition system, under which most of the 
peoples of the. world have staggered 
through the years, can no longer provide 
enough jobs to go around more than 
partly, no matter how we patch it up 
and coax it to work some more; 

And as if, therefore, we should be get- 
ting along with the inevitable business 
of “facing the music”, of wrecking the 
entire structure of production-for-profit- 
in-competition and rebuilding on the log- 
ical basis of production to meet require- 
ments—with a goal more creditable for 
the ambitious than the accustomed one 
of becoming the biggest hog at the 
trough.

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A WAR SCARE DEBUNKED. 

Japan, Russia and various other countries may be 
energetically preparing for war, but the heavy move- 
ments of Chilean nitrates through the Panama Canal 
scarcely proves the point. True, there have been 
huge shipments of this ingredient of high explosives 
going through the canal. One estimate makes the in- 
crease 700 per cent over the shipments of the same 
period last year. A glance at the world map, how- 
ever, will show that Japan must be left out of any 
war scare inspired by this fact. Unless nitrate ship- 
pers are becoming subtle and sending their cargoes 
off in a deceptive direction, goods bound from Chile 
to Japan simply would not go by way of the canal. 

It\is a revival of agriculture rather than a revival 
of bloodshed that the nitrate boom presages, accord- 
ing to a writer in Business Week who has inves- 
tigated behind the scenes. Even in depression times, 
90 per cent of the world’s nitrate production went 
into fertilizer. Synthetic production of nitrates from 
the air has virtually ruined the Chilean industry, 
but it got a new lease on life two months ago, when 
the Government took it over, reorganized it and 
landed some orders. This country last year bought 


stocks, which now are near exhaustion, a condition 
common to most other countries. So the Chilean in- 
dustry sees better days, but even the reported 700 per

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FOR ACTION ON THE WORLD COURT. 

If there is the slightest doubt in any Senator’s 
mind about whether American public opinion favors 
adherence to the World Court, it should be dissolved 
tomorrow at the hearing before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. The remarkable array of par- 
ticipating organizations ought to be enough to con- 
vince anyone that the time has come to end all delay 
and equivocation in this important matter. 

The American Bar Association, which has been on 
record for the entry of the United States into the 
World Court since 1923, will be supported by the reso- 
lutions of 26 state and 62 city and county bar asso- 
ciations. The Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, another veteran among supporting organiza- 
tions, will be represented by its president, Henry I. 
Harriman, while the voluntary resolutions of no less 
than 16 State Legislatures, favoring adherence, are 
to be offered. \ 

Numerous other organizations which will testify 
for ratification of the pending treaties include the 
National Education Association, the Federal Council 
of Churches of Christ in America, Central Conference 
of American Rabbis, Catholic Association for Interna- 
tional Peace, League of Women Voters, American As- 
sociation of University Women, Women’s Trade Union 
League and the National Grange. StiH further sup- 
port will be brought by the representatives of more 
than 100 World Court committees over the country, 
including Forrest C. Donnell of St. Louis. 

In face of the long-standing state of the public 
mind, the isolationist course 'of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee during the past decade has been 
nothing short of a disgrace. But with those die-hards 
who were respansible for pigeon-holing the treaties— 
such reactionaries as former Senators Moses and 


there is now no reason whatever for continuing the 
unhappy status quo. The Roosevelt administration 
has broken with the foreign policy of recent years 
in the recognition of Soviet Russia and in the New 
Deal in our relations with our Latin American neigh- 
bors. Approval, of the World Court treaties should 
follow as a matter of course. 

A recent poll of the Senate, made public by the 
Associated Press, shows that, with 15 members un- 
reported, more than two-thirds of the Senate mem- 
bership favors ratification. This in itself is sufficient 
to require the Foreign Relations Committee to report 
the protocol to the floor. Chairman Pittman and his 
associates cannot do otherwise unless they want to 
make their committee one with the Old Deal bitter- 
enders who have so humiliated us in the past. 

And once the question of adherence to the World 
Court is out of committee, a generation’s fight for 
participation in an enlightened instrument in world 
affairs will be won. Make no mistake about that. 
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JUDGE FARIS ON THE DRUG TRAFFIC. 

In paroling a Negro drug peddler who has given 
information to inspectors, Federal Judge Faris said: 

I am convinced we are not getting anywhere 
picking up dollar-a-grain peddlers on street cor- 
ners. Something should be done about the situa- 
tion and that, of course, is a matter for Con- 
gress. The only way we can make any headway 
under the law is to cut off the source of supply— 
to get the big fellows. 

The Harrison Law has been in operation since 1914 
and, instead of resulting in decreasing the supply 
of narcotics, its effect has been to increase it. Nar- 
cotics are entering this country by the ton and the 
utmost vigilance on the part of authorities is power- 
less to stop the traffic. 

This is because there are tremendous profits in- 
volved. An ounce of morphine, in ordinary commerce 
worth about $15, sells in the bootleg trade for about 
$450. Besides being much more profitable than boot- 
legging liquor, traffic in drugs is more easily hidden. 

Judge Faris did not tell Congress what it should 
do, but it is plain that Congress should repeal the 
Harrison Law and take a new tack in the fight upon 
the drug evil. Repeal would at once kill the bootleg 
traffic, which is the first objective in the fight. 
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GROVER BERGDOLL’S PLEA. 

When President Roosevelt granted amnesty and 
restoration of citizenship last December to 1500 per- 
sons convicted of political offenses during the war, 
the action applied only to those who had served 
their sentences. It did not cover such cases as that 
of Grover Bergdoll, wealthy draft evader, who eluded 
the authorities for two years and finally fled the 
country in 1920. He has been a fugitive since 
that time. Bergdoll, from his réfuge in Germany, now 
is appealing to the President for a pardon, but it is 
our view that public opinion will not favor his plea. 
Whatever may be thought today of the draft, Berg- 
doll is remembered as a man who refused to take 
his medicine, when other objectors were accepting 
non-military activities or going to prison. Hé was 
wealthy enough to escape to a foreign country and 
wait there for public indignation to subside. To par- 
don him now would be to provide a final triumph 
for his long career of evading the authorities, and 
to favor him above offenders who went to prison 
in support of their convictions. After Bergdoll has re- 
turned and served his sentence, he will be entitled to 
the same amnesty that others have received. 
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WILL WE IMPORT THE SIESTA? 

Up in Wisconsin, a State renowned for new ideas, 
the medical authorities are advising business men to 
take a mid-day nap. It is, so they say, an elixir. 
With mid-day rest, one feels better and lives longer. 
Our old friend, Ponce de Leon, went far afield for a 
recipe he might have applied at home. 

Did we suggest it was a new idea? It is as old, 
we suppose, as the Pharaohs. It is. religiously ob- 
served in France, where business halts for two or 
three hours in ‘mid-day while everyone regales him- 
self With food, wine and a snooze. The Spanish have 
a name for it—siesta, and their Mexican cousins prac- 
tice it and find it good. Yes, and the poets have sung 
it as an excellent way to dream’ dreams and see 
visions. 

In this country, however, we have regarded the 
siesta as sheer indolence, fitted only for wine bibbers 
who find it necessary to sleep off the effects. Per- 
haps, in the light of the new leisure which the de 
pression has forced on what was once a nation de- 
-voted to go-getterism, we shall take a new attitude 
toward the mid-day nap. And a last word: Don’t for- 
get that John D. Sr., in the days when he was com- 
piling his first billion dollars, always permitted him-

The Political Tide 


N many minds, the question has arisen 

whether the air mail blunder marks the 

turn of the political tide. Naturally, 
among partisan Republicans the wish is 
father to the thought, and there are some 
signs that they are seeing visions in which 
the popularity of Lindbergh is to be used to 
neutralize the popularity of the President. 
There is not, I believe, much substance to 
this. The air mail fiasco, it is true, has hurt 
the administration: it has impaired the 
legend of its infallibility among many who 
were disposed to regard its every act as in- 
spired. But that legend was always rather 
a doubtful asset. It caused the people to ex- 
pect too much; it caused the Washington 
officials to be over-confident. Perhaps then 
it is just as well to be done with it, and to 
move on to the more prosaic level of or- 
dinary government. 

Apart from the loss of some of hig sur- 
plus prestige, the affair of the air mail 
should not have any deep and lasting con- 
sequences on the political fortunes of the 
President. The public is certain to conclude 
that the error was due to an excess of Zeal 
and that no sinister purpose was involved. 
That is easier to forgive than its opposite, 
the excessive complacency, for example, 
with which the Coolidge administration re- 
garded the scandals of the Harding regime. 
It will not be easy to make very much po- 
litical capital out of a patently honest mis- 
take.

Nor is it the kind of mistake which could 
of itself turn public opinion decisively 
against the party in power. It could do so 
only if much more general conditions were 
producing discontent. Then any incident 
might crystallize the opposition. We saw 
that last autumn, when, for about two 
weeks, the administration was on the de- 
fensive because of the manner in which it 
initiated the gold purchase policy and reor- 
ganized the Treasury. 

That, too, was a case of bad administra- 
tive procedure. But it had no lasting con- 
sequences because the fundamental actions 
of the President in the field of monetary 
policy and public expenditure produced 
such prompt and such general good effécts. 
For a week the opposition thought it could 
organize. But it could not. By December 
the President was stronger than ever. His 
popularity rose with the sense of economic 
revival throughout the country. So it is to- 
day. The air mail is a blunder. But it is 
not a disaster. The real peril to the ad- 
ministra‘ion lies elsewhere, in the field of 
its major, not of its minor and incidental 
actions. 

It lies, I believe, above all in the NRA as 
now administered. 

There are two very great trouble-makers 
in NRA. One is the propaganda which has 
taught the people to believe that NRA is a 
great instrument for restoring prosperity. 
The other is that NRA has started so many 
things which it cannot hope to finish. 

The propaganda has given official. ap- 
proval to the theory that the depression can 
best be overcome by shorter hours and 
higher wages. If this theory were correct, 
there is no reason why we should not im- 


| pose a seven-hour week at seven times the 


existing wages. That ought to cure the de- 
pression even more quickly than a 10 per 
cent reduction of hours and a 10 per cent 
increase in pay. Why should we not do it? 
The answer is that nobody could afford to 
buy the goods produced at such cost. Since 
nobody would buy them, no one could sell 
them, and so there would be more unemploy- 
ment rather than less. Now, NRA has been 
working on just that principle: it has been 
forcing wages and costs up. This has 
forced up prices. Higher prices have re- 
duced demand. Reduced demand has hin- 
dered re-employment. 

The theory is false, even though in special 
cases of sweating it is desirable on social 
and even on economic grounds to force up 
labor costs. As a general rule, applied to 
industry in general, it is bound to be false 
because it is the demand coming from con- 
sumers in general, not the demand coming 
from the relatively small number of indus- 
trial wage earners affected by codes, which 
determines how much employment there 
will be. It is this general consumer demand 
which has to be stimulated, and it is not 
stimulated but is depressed by the rise of in- 
dustrial prices which has followed in the 
wake of NRA. 
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Administered on this theory, NRA must 
be set down as a brake upon recovery, 
which is being brought about by natural 
forces combined with other measures taken 
by the Government. But it is not only a 
brake upon recovery. It is, as now set up, 
a serious disturber of the peace. 

In the original conception of NRA, indus- 
tries were to obtain relief from the anti-trust 
laws in return for submission to codes of 
fair practice and the acceptance of collective 
bargains. The system was to be self-govern- 
ing because only those were expected to en- 
ter it who believed it was to their interest to 
pay the price. An industry could take its 
choice. If it wanted to combine, it had to 
comply. If it did sot wish to comply, it 
could not combine. It could escape from the 


- anti-trust laws, but then it had to have a 


code and collective bargaining. It could stay 
under the anti-trust laws, and then it was 
not required to have a code or by law to 
bargain collectively. 

But the administrators of NRA were too 
impatient to let this quid pro quo be worked 
out gradually. Instead of permitting com- 
bination, they compelled it. The result is 
that they have on their hands a problem of 
enforcement-—-they call it compliance— 
which is greater than that of enforcing the 
Volstead Act. They have several hundred 
codes, hastily drawn up, grudgingly accept- 
ed, which have to be enforced in several 
million factories and stores. They have labor 
complaining, quite justly, that the promises 
of the Recovery Act are not being enforced 
and threatening strikes all over the place 
because Gen. Johnson cannot make bis rul- 
ings effective throughout continental 
America. 

Had NRA been set up as the law intended, 
in the cpirit in which it was written, no in- 
dustry, except where there is vicious sweat- 
ing, would be under a code if the managers 
did not want that code very badly.

WASHINGTON, March 22. 

HE President has started a se- 
Tex investigation of banks con- 

trolled by po--*r interests. The 
inquiry is nation-wide, and among 
the banks being scrutinized is one 
of the largest in the Capital. A 
select staff of Government agents 
js doing the job. 

The purpose of the survey is to 
ascertain whether a conspiracy is 
on foot by power interests, fiercely 
resentful of the administration, to 
sabotage its recovery efforts by pre- 
venting the hundreds of big and 
gnall banks they control from ex- 
tending credit to industry and busi- 
ness. Evidence to this effect was 
laid before Roosevelt and he 
romptly oidered the investigation.

New Approach. 


HE administration is planning 
T: new approach to the com- 

plex and heartbreaking problem 
of oil control. 

The existing NRA oil code is to 
be abandoned. In its place specific 
statutory regulation is to be sub- 
stituted. To this end : bill modeled 
on the Capper-Marland measure 
which Secretary Ickes favored last 
year but which Congress refused 
to pass, is in the making. 

The Capper-Marland bill would 
have made the Secretary of the In- 
terior “dictator” of the industry. 
This provision aroused a furious 
storm of protest from oil producers, 
and Congress balked at approving 
it. But -he oil code did exactly 
that, while leaving serious loop- 
holes in administrative powers. 

Because of these loopholes the 
code is under serious legal attack. 
Several phases already have been 
held unconstitutional. In an effort 
to overcome those weaknesses, put 
the entire machinery of handling 
the difficult problem ,on a sounder 
basis, special legislation is being 
sought.

You catch him at it four times and 
the fifth time he will get away with 
it and make trouble.” 

The local referee considers Nilsen 
one of the smartest center forwards 
playing in St. Louis at present. 

“He’s entirely unselfish,” contin- 
ued Murphy. “If he sees that un- 
other forward has a better chance 
to make a shot at goal, he will give 
him the ball instead of trying to 
score himself.

Convict Member of Gang Says 
Clark Fired Once, Shoot- 
ing Himself. 


By *ne Associated Press. 

LIMA, O., March 22.— Edward 
Shouse, an Indiana State Prison 
convict who “wasn’t quite tough 
enough” for John Dillinger’s gang, 
testified today in the murder trial 
of Russell Clark that Clark was one 
of the three Dillinger men who en- 
tered the Allen County jail here 
last Oct. 12, murdered Sheriff Jess 
L. Sarber and then rode away with 
Dillinger. Two weeks ago he testi- 
fied that Harry Pierpont also was 
in the jail that night. Last week 
he refused to testify against Charles 
Makley. Pierpont and Makley have 
been convicted and are awaiting 
sentence to death by electrocution 
for the Sarber murd<.. 

Shouse said that Clark fired only 
one shot the night of the raid. The 
shot was accidental and wounded 
Clark in the finger, he said. 

The convict, serving a 25-year 
term for robbery, said six members 
of the gang came to Lima Oct. 11, 
planning to free Dillinger “by stick- 
ing up the jail.” The raid had been 
planned in return for Dillinger’s 
help in freeing 10 convicts from the 
Indiana prison Sept. 26, he said. 

Tells of Police Station Holdup. 

Shouse said that Pierpont and 
Dillinger were the two men who 
held up the police station at Peru, 
Ind. 

Under a vigorous cross-examina- 
tion by Miss Jessie Levy, he said he 
had been sent to a reform school 
at the age of 12 for being incorrigi- 
ble. 

“You had quite a few arguments 
in the gang, didn’t you?” Miss Levy 
asked. 

“We had quite a few quarrels. I 
took the car supposed to belong to 
Russell Clark to save my own life. 
I knew they were going to kill me.’ 

“What was your trouble with 
Pierpont?” “He didn’t think I was 
tough enough. They were afraid of 
me and they wanted to get rid of 
me. I don’t think Clark was in on 
that. It was Pierpont mostly.”

Another question: How, and 
when, if ever, will banks again be- 
gin lending money? Banks allowed 
to print currency, by paying half 
of one per cent to the Government, 
and lend it legally on a 6 to 8 per 
cent basis in different states, are 
actually canceling their currency is- 
sues, telling the Government they 
don’t want the money, because they 
can't lend it, and want to save the 
half of one per cent. “Call money,” 
which means money that you must 
pay back whenever the frightened 
lender wants it, can be borrowed in 
New York, as many hundred mil- 
lions as you choose, on a one per 
cent interest basis. Money is a 
drug in the market, everybody is 
hard up, business stagnant.

Seem Weak 


“Possible to Enter Bidding 
on Second: Round When 
Opener Passes. 


By P. Hal Sims 


AST week we dealt with the de- 
L ductive double of an opening bid 

of one after two-passes. The 
second position in which such dou- 
ble can be made is on the second 
round, when the opening bidder 
passes his partner’s response of one 
no trump. For instance, if the bid- 
ding has been: 

North—One heart. 

East—Pass. 

South—One no trump. 

West—Pass. 

North—Pass. 

East—(7). 

East is now in a position to make 
a@ deductive double, in view of the 
weakness displayed by both oppo- 
nents. 

According to the old auction defi- 
nition, a double in this ‘position 
would be positively a business dou- 
ble because it was not made at the 
first opportunity. The doubler 
passed on the first round when he 
could have doubled. However, even 
in the later days of auction many 
of us made the double very option- 
al when, after first passing an open- 
ing bid, we doubled a different bid. 
Here, for instance, East has passed 
a heart bid which he had the op- 
portunity to double anu has only 
taken action when that bid was 
changed to a no trump. This, how- 
ever, is an academic point only. In 
contract you must treat the double 
on the second round as above de- 
scribed as a negative double but 
which nevertheless is very much di- 
rected at a “business pass” by West 
if his hand can justify it. We have 
scored many penalties of from 450 
to 2000 points under these circum- 
stances—either against one _ no 
trump doubled or against doubled 
rescue bids into which our oppo- 
nents flounderedin their efforts to 
find a better contract than a no 
trump in which to take their pun- 
ishment. 

AGAINST SIMS PLAYERS you 
will not derive much profit from a 
deductive double, or an overcall in 
this position when the opening bid 
‘Was made by dealer or second hand. 

As you know, the fact that he 
passes the no-trump response shows 
that his hand is defensive in type; 
that what it lacks in suit length 
it amply makes up in primary val- 
ues. Consequently, if you step in 
lightly you are apt to be met with 
a redouble which one of you must 
take out; and now you may be the 
one to be dcubled at two and thor- 
oughly ‘chastised. However, when 
the opening bid was made third 
hand and there is a no-ttrump re- 
sponse followed by two passes, you 
should be willing to take action on 
the same grounds as I employ in 
all positions against systems which 
make the requirements for opening 
bids lighter in the first two posi- 
tions than for third hand. 


Y shaded third-hand bids be- 
Miz mainly defensive in pur- 

pose, they must take some pun- 
ishment on a proportion of hands 
where the cards are against them. 
When doubling these bids, if your 
partner can leave the double in, 
your side has twenty-six cards 
which are entitled to a plus score. 
The question now is whether or not 
you have a game, and in either case 
whether the penalty you collect is 
worth more than the plus score you 
could have registered by securing 
the declaration. 


Woman Labor Leader 


HOUGH she doesn’t like to be 
called “the rebel student,” Miss 
Jennie Lee, a leader of the La- 
bor party in Great Britain, is a 
dyed-in-the-wool radical, and proud 
of it. A member of the House of 
Commons at the precocious age of 
24, she brings the valiant spirit of 
a crusader to the forgotten men and 
women of England. Touring the 
United States under the guidance 
of the International Labor Orguni- 
zation, this energetic young woman 
will soon return to Scotland to face 
a bitter fight for a second election 
to Parliament. She’s not worried 
about the stump-speaking and hand- 


but she’s determined her party will 
not fall down on the job. While 
in St. Louis this week she made 
two vigorous speeches in a day. 
This is her third trip to the United 
States, but almost all her sight- 
seeing has been done from a train 
platform. . 

“Tf the Labor party movement of 
Great Britain stands true, if it has 
the courage to face the great 
vested interests—then we can beat 
back the Fascist movement in En- 
gland,” she said. “But if the third 
Labor government trifles as the 
first two did, then it will be kicked 
out, and deservedly sc.” 

She has black bobbed hair, un- 
ruly and tossed back from her face, 
giving an impression of extreme 
youth. As for her age, she is 29 
years old and looks hardly 21. Her 
complexion is fresh and clear, and 
the Scotch in her is discernable 
at least half a block away. Slen- 
der and about 5 feet 2 inches in 
height, she is quick of! movement 
and speech; her face is piquant, 
almost childish, which is probably 
due to an up-turned nose. 

As for clothes, she has a sure 
instinct for sport suits, plaids, gay 
scarfs and low-heeled shoes. How- 
ever, in the sanctity of her room 
she was wearing brown slacks, a 
maroon-colored robe and no make- 


up. For some reason this intensi- 


fied the magnetic quality that 
makes her a good speaker and 
organizer. It explains how she fires 
tired, discouraged coal miners to 


wild cheers and the casting of many 


votes in her favor. Casually smok- 
ing a cigarette, she spoke in a 
quiet, restrained voice of the things 
that are as important to her as life 
or death. 

“At the moment Great Britain 
isn’t very sure what it wants, but 
it certainly knows what it doesn’t 
want. What are these things? 
Well, Fascism and war and mil- 
lions of unemployed people. The 
tide is flowing against the present 
government, but the question is— 
where is it flowing? If this mood 
is to be crystallized into anything

Naturally I was 
brought up in an atmosphere of so- 
cialistic tendencies.” 

At the age of 17 she went from 
the small mining village of her 
birth, Lochgelly in Fifeshire, Scot- 
land, to the University of Edin- 
burgh. “Like any student in Amer- 
ica who is politically inclined I be- 
came involved in the University pol- 
itics first of all. Then before I left 
college, I was connected with the 
Labor party and its active work. 

“In less than two years I was 
nominated the candidate for the 
Independent Labor Party in North 


Lanalk, Scotland. Then I had a bit 
of luck. A bye-election (I think you 
call them special elections in your 
country) was held in order to fill 
a@ vacancy. ere was a lot of stir 
and excitement about this, for it 
was regarded as an indication of 
the later elections. My opponent 
was a Lord, one of the old feudal 
families, but it happened that I 
won by an overwhelming majority.” 
Four months later she -had to go 
through the whole thing again at 
the regular elections, and was suc- 
cessful as before. 

McDonald,. prime minister of 
Great Britain, is a sore spot with 
the members of the Labor group, 
and of course, Miss Lee has no love 
for him. She accuses him of be- 
traying his own class of going over 
to the conservatives. When the 
Labor government was kicked out 
of Parliament in November, 1929, 
she lost her seat in the House of 
Commons. 

This didn’t bother her at all. She 
decided that travel would broaden 
her mind and prepare her for 
further political work. Off she 
went to Persia, Asia, Germany, 
France and Russia. This was no 
tourist jaunt; her object was to 
study the economic and emotional 
unrest in each country. She is 
enthusiastic about the great experi- 
ment in Russia and claims that the 
dictator-phobias in Europe are due 
to the block against that nation. 
Her suggestion to those who want 
to see what is happening in Russia 
and don't have the money to travel, 
is to hitch-hike (but what about the 
ocean?), 

There’s one remarkable thing 
about her speech; it’s clear-cut and 
not embroidered by a too-vivid im- 
agination. Her reasoning is the 
shortest possible distance between 
two theories, stripped of the mis- 
leading fallacies that many politi- 
cians indulge in. Unlike most 
women she doesn’t qualify every- 
thing she says. 

When asked about the hunger 
marches so prevalent in England 
she said the object was to bring 
the desperate condition of the work- 
ing class before the attention of the 
whole world. “The hunger march 
is a united front effort; drawn from 
the Labor group and Communistic 
parties, to protest starvation and 
loss of work. Workingmen have at 
last realized that when they’re in 
distress and do nothing about it— 
that they’re completely ignored and 
allowed to suffer in discreet asi- 
lence.” 

Concerning the government now 
in control, Miss Less characterizes 
it as a “sheer conservative group, 
oppressing poor people, throwing 
more men out of work, and decidea- 
ly militaristic.”

ness.” And Mr. Grimm ought 
to know. He’s tattooeu he can’t tell 
how many thousands of designs on 
how many thousands of people. 
The only tattoo artist in St. Louis 
—emphasis on the _ artist—Bert 
Grimm enjoys a profitable trade in 
etching anything from a bleeding 
heart to a man-eating dragon on 
the epidermis of the devotees of 
this medium of personal adorn- 
ment. Prices range from 25 cents 
to $50. For 25 cents, you can be 
decorated with any small design— 
such as a spider or a butterfly. 
The $50 price is a rough estimate 
on a back job—that is a design 
covering the whole back. 
And, speaking of back jobs, Mr. 
Grimm exhibited one of his cus- 
tomers who boasted a back job 
that practically defied description. 
A Rock of Ages design occupied 
the central position between his 
shoulder blades and seemed to rise 
ouf of an angry sea. The waves 
of this troubled body of water 
washed forward and dashed against 
twin rock piles, one on each hip. 
On each rock pile was a lighthouse, 
very realistic with gleams of tattooed 
light streaming from the beacon 
atop it. Hovering seagulls com- 
pleted the hip designs, but the 
waves continued on around his 
body and met on his stomach to 
form another sea, similar to the 
one on his back, and provided the 
complementary scenery for an 
enormous sailing vessel. And all 
this in vivid blues, greens, yellows 
and several other colors of the rain- 
bow. 
Although already quite well cov- 
ered with lighthouses, rock piles 
and sailing vessels, it seemed that 
the satisfied customer had further 
plans for even more extensive deco- 
rations, and here Mr. Grimm _ ex- 
plained that “once the bug bites 
‘em” they continue to come back 
for additional designs until there 
isn’t an inch of white skin left for 
him to adorn with his neeale.

T nowever, when it comes to bald

On the other arm he carries 
a large cross inscribed “In Memory 
of Mother,” and the insignia of a 
rifle association to which he be- 
longs. 

Many a manly chest bears a de- 
sign of bleeding hearts, pierced by 
an arrow. The wearer’s initials 
appear in one of the hearts and his 
girl friend’s in the other. Should 
the indicated devotion be anything 
less than eternal, the girl friend's 
initials can be blotted out with a 
darker ink and others substituted. 


HE tattooer is more efficient, 


NRA and the Blue Eagle tattooed 
on bulging biceps constitute a last- 
ing monument to the Democratic 
party and will continue to remind 
us of codes, long after the placards 
have been taken from our store 
windows. 

Bert Grimm gives his customers 
anything they ask for, but main- 
tains that his drawings are art with 
a capital A. When asked to execute 
a design that is not a stock item 
with him, he sketches it on the 
skin before he applies the needle. 
He has created thousands of de- 
signs and has them indexed for 
ready reference. There are a great 
many tattooers in the United States 
but few tattoo artists. “Most of 
them,” says Mr. Grimm, “use a 
cheap ink that washes out inside 
of a few weeks. And then, too, 
‘there’s danger of infection unless 
you know you are dealing with a 
reliable tattooer—one who’s in the 
game for the love of it, instead of 
just for the money.” 


The mention of money brought up 
the depression, but it seems that 
the tattoo artist has been very 
fortunate, Of course, there has 
been some decrease in business, but 
once a man is bitten by the tattoo 
bug he will give his last dime for 
a new tattoo mark, however small, 
and trust to providence for his 
breakfast.

To the Earl 
of Craven is given the credit for 
starting the tattoo craze in the 
United States way back in 1893, but 
the actual origin of this noble art 
is lost in antiquity. 

Althouyzh tattooed himself from 
shoulders to shoes, Mr. Grimm 
doubts if onyone really knows why 
he wants to be tattoced. Various 
reasons have been offered—desire 
for personal adornment, exhibition- 
ism, and. sentiment — but Pert 
Grimm with his veteran’s knowl- 
edge of the old skin game says he 
thinks the best explanation is that 
“they just come by it honest.”
